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STANDING  RULES 


FOR  THE 


CONSTITUTION  and  GOVERNMENT 


OF  THE 


Newfoundland  Church  Society. 


.  \ 


I. — That  this  Society  be  called  '*  The  Newfound- 
land Church  Society." 

II. — That  the  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a 
Patron,  a  Tresident,  and  Vice  Presidents  ;  a  I'reasurer, 
and  a  Secretary,  or  Secretaries,  with  a  Committee  of  Man- 
agement of  at  least  twelve  members,  six  of  whom  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

III. — That  His  Excellency  the  Govornor  for  the  time 
being,  be  requested  to  accept  the  office  of  Patron  ; — that 
the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  the  President ;  the  Ru- 
ral Deans,  Vice-Presidents  ;  and  all  the  Officers  of  the  So- 
ciety, with  the  Clergy  of  the  Church,  resident  in  St.  John's, 
be  *'  ex'officio^^  members  of  the  Committee  ; — the  rest  of 
the  Clergy  of  the  Established  Church  throughout  the  Colo- 
ny to  be  Honorary  Members  of  the  same. 

IV. — All  persons  paying  the  annual  sum  of  ten  shillings 
currency,  in  quarterly  instalments,  made  on  the  second  Wed- 
nesday in  January^  Jlpril^  July^  and  October^  shall  be  as- 
sociated members  of  this  Society,  with  power  to  vote  ; — 
and  persons  subscribing  any  smaller  sum  shall  be  members 
of  the  Society,  but  not  privileged  to  vote  ;  and  every  donor 
of  £10,  or  upwards,  to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  shall  be  a 
member  for  life,  and  honorary  member  of  the  Committee. 
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V. — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  deter- 
mine from  time  to  time  on  the  appropriation  of  the  funds  to 
the  furtherance  of  tiie  Gospel  in  this  Island,  under  there- 
commendation  and  sanction  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  tlie  Dio- 
cese : — the  objects  to  which  such  appropriation  shall  bo 
made  being  tlie  following  : — 1st,  the  ereciion  or  enlarge- 
ments of  Churches  and  School-rooms  ; — 2nd,  the  supply  of 
Bibles,  Prayer  Books,  School  Books,  and  Religious  Works 
and  Tracts  ; — 3rd,  the  establishment  and  support  of  Daily 
and  Sunday  Schools  ; — 4th,  the  maintenance  of  Clergymen 
in  destitute  settlements. 

VI. — The  Committee  shall  meet  when  any  one  of  ihc 
Officers,  or  any  three  of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  or 
any  six  of  the  associated  members,  shall  de^m  a  meeting 
expedient  : — the  purpose  of  the  meeting  being  first  specified 
in  writing  to  the  Senior  Secretary,  who  shall  convene  the 
meeting. 

VII. — The  Committee  shall  appoint  three  of  their  mem- 
bers to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts. 

VIII. — A  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Society  to  beheld  on 
the  2nd  Wednesday  in  every  month,  at  7  o'clock  ;  and  a 
general  Annual  Meeting  on  the  2nd  Wednesday  after  the 
Feast  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  or  as  soon  after  as  the  Diocesan 
may  appoint. 

IX.— No  existing  law  shall  be  repealed  or  altered,  nor 
any  new  rule  established,  except  at  a  General  Meeting — 
such  change  having  been  first  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mittee, or  a  written  notice  thereof  given  at  a  previous  month- 
ly meeting. 

X. — All  meetings  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  the 
Prayers  recommended  to  be  used  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts. 

XI. — The  members  of  the  Church  in  every  part  of  the 
Island  shall  be  invited  to  co-operate  with  this  Society,  by 
forming  local  Committees,  under  the  direction  of  the  Clergy- 
men, in  each  Mission  or  Parish. 

XII. — That  the  Treasurers  of  the  Local  Committees  shall 
transmit  to  the  General  Treasurer  in  St.  John's  the  amount 
of  the  Collections  made  in  their  respective  Districts. 
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REPORT. 


The  period  at  which  it  again  becomes  the  duty  of  the 
Committee  of  "  The  Newfoundland  Church  Society" 
to  present  a  Report  of  another  year's  proceedings  to  the 
Members  at  large,  is  one  of  unusual  interest  and  importance, 
;as  regards  the  piospects  of  the  Institution,  i'lie  opportuni- 
ty h:is  been,  in  soine  measure,  afforded  of  testing  the  work- 
ing of  the  system  on  which  it  has  been  determined  to  rest  the 
support  and  future  operations  of  the  Society  ;  and  conse- 
quently some  opinion  may  now  be  formed  as  to  its  probable 
success. 

The  first  point,  therefore,  to  which  the  Committee  deem 
it  right  to  ad  vert,  is  the  amount  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
Clergy  and  others  associated  with  them,  in  those  Parishes 
and  Missions  in  which  the  Society  has  been  brought  under 
the  notice,  and  recommended  to  the  support  of  the  Members 
of  the  Church.  The  following  is  an  enumaration  of  the 
places  from  which  returns  have  been  received  by  the  Bishop, 
an*^  laid  by  His  Lordship  before  the  Committee,  with  the 
aggregate  amount  collected  in  each,  for  the  year  ending  the 
31st  of  December,  1846  :—

At  the  cojiuhencement  of  a  general  collection  throughout 
the  Church  Missions  of  the  Island,  the  Committee  cannot 
but   rejoice   at,  and  feel  thankful   for,  the  above  results  ; 

"A  further  co]1ection  of  Fish,  amounting  to  £  ,  was  made 

at  Grates  Cove;  but  it  was  unfortunately  lost,  vlith  the  boat  in 
which  it  had  been  shipped  for  St.  John's,  on  the  I9th  September, 
f84(). 
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and  ihey  are  confident,  thai  they  will  only  speak  the  senti- 
ments of  all  the  friends  of  the  Society,  if  they  venture  to  ex- 
press their  obligations  to  those  Clergymen  and  lay-members 
of  the  Church  who  have  made  such  a  beginning.  It  is 
much  to  be  regretted  that  there  are  several  Missions  from 
which  no  leturns  have  been  received,  and  in  which,  it  is 
therefore  presumed,  no  collection  has  been  made.  Those 
Missions  are  the  following  : — Harbor  Grace,  Carhonear^ 
Island  and  Bishop^s  Coves^  Bay  Roberts^  Brigus,  Hearts^ 
Content^  and  Moreton^s  Harbor,  North  of  St.  John's  ;  and 
Ferryldnd  to  the  South  ;  among  thes6  are  some  of  the  long- 
est established  Missions  of  the  Church  in  the  Colony.  It 
Surely  is  not  unreasonable  to  have  expected  that  Congrega- 
tions which  have  for  many  years  past  enjoyed  the  ministra- 
tions of  the  Church  without  charge  to  themselves,  through 
the  aid  winch  the  charity  oi  their  Brethren, — their  poor 
Brethren, — in  England,  has  enabled  the  venerable  *'  Society 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts"  to  ex- 
tend to  them,  would  have  readily  and  thankfully  embraced 
the  opportunity  which  the  system  of  contributing,  recom- 
mended by  the  high  authority  of  the  late  Governor  of  this 
Colony,  His  Excellency  Sir  John  Harvey,  and  the 
Right  Rev'd.  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  "  Church  Society,"  afford  of  doing  some- 
thing for  themselves  and  for  others,  yet  destitute  of  the  means 
of  grace.  Besides,  it  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the 
accounts  published  with  former  Annual  Reports,  that  the 
*'  Church  Society  of  Newfoundland "  has  cheerfully  co- 
operated with  the  Parent  Society  at  home  in  assisting  some 
of  the  Missions  in  which  no  general  collection  appears  to 
have  been  made. 

It  is  neither  the  province  nor  the  wish  of  the  Committee 
to  attach  blame  to  any  one  ;  but  as  the  Members  of  the 
"  Church  Society  "  have  charged  them  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  managing  its  affairs,  and  in  some  degree  of 
watching  over  its  interesls,  they  have  deemed  it  iheir  duty 
thus  to  advert  in  their  Report  to  cirruTisiauces  they  deeply 
regret. 

Il  does  not  seem  to  be  a  matter  of  choice  to  the  Members 
vifihe  Church  of  England  in  Newfoundland,  whether  they 
\vill  contribute  or  not,  according  lo  the  system  and  average 
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wliicli  have  beon  propor^ed  ;— ;it  U'lisl,  il'iliey  dc^iit;  the  ooi>- 
liniiaace  to  ilie  (Jolony  ol' the  beneius  whir.h  must  flow  fioiii 
the  resilience  and  labors  in  its  various  towns  and  seiilfiments 
of  a  body  of  F^ngiish  CiergynuMi.  The  Society  loi  tiie 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Poieign  Pails,  more  than  a 
year  ago,  formally  announced  to  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  its  intention  to  reduce  the  allowance  to  its  Mission- 
aries, (including  the  Bishop)  in  those  places  and  Districts 
where  the  Church  is  already  established,  by  one-half  in  the 
year  1849  ;  and  that  it  will  continue  the  remaining  half  only 
oti  the  condition  that  the  reduction  be  made  up  to  the  Clergy 
by  the  local  contributions  of  their  flocks.  Tn  less  than  two 
years  from  this  time  that  intention  should  be  carried  out. 
The  consequence  of  a  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  congrega- 
tion to  give  of  their  carnal  things  for  the  necessary  mainten- 
ance of  those  who  sow  unto  them  spiritual  things,  the  Com- 
mittee forbear  to  mention. 

In  connexion  with  these  remarks,  the  Committee  would 
suggest,  in  addition  to  a  regular  and  systematic  habit  of  an- 
nual contributions,  the  desirableness  of  efforts  being  made  to 
impart  to  the  Church  establishment  of  this  Colony  greater 
stability  than  a  necessarily  fluctuating  subscription  from  year 
to  year  can  afford,  by  the  gift  of  lands  or  other  like  property, 
to  be  vested  in  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in  trust,  foi'  the 
uses  and  purposes  to  which  the  Donors  may  think  fit  to  de- 
vote their  offerings.  It  is  by  such  gifts  and  offerings  that 
the  Church  in  the  Mother  Country  has  been  maintained  ; 
and  the  imitation  of  that  pious  and  charitable  example  of  our 
forefathers  by  our  Brethren  in  the  neighbouring  Provinces, 
especially  in  Canada,  has  done  much  both  to  strengthen  and 
extend  the  Church  in  those  Colonies. 

It  will  be  recollected  by  the  Members  of  the  Society  that 
the  opening  of  a  Depository  for  the  sale  of  Bibles,  New 
Testaments,  Prayer  Books,  and  the  publications  of  the  So- 
ciety for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge,  was  announced  in 
the  Report  for  1845.  This  was  destroyed  in  the  great  fire 
of  last  year  ;  but  the  Committee  have  now  the  satisfaction 
of  stating  that  a  similar  Institution  has  been  recently  re- 
estabfished  by  the  Lord  Bishop  at  the  shop  of  Messrs. 
McCoubrey,  Booksellers,  in  Water-street,  where  copies  oi 
the  Holy  Scriptures,    the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and 
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oilior religions  and  useful  wctiks  isriiied  by  lliob«foro-nioiitioii- 
ed  Society,  can  be  procured  ut  very  reasonable  prices. 

By  ihe  removal  of  His  Kxcellency  Sir  John  Harvey 
lo  the  (loveriinient  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  Society  was  depri- 
ved of  the  patronage  of  one  who  had  always  taken  a  warm 
interest  in  its  prosperity  ;  but  the  Committee  have  the  satis- 
faction of  announcing  that  Sir  J.  Gaspard  LeMarchant 
signified  to  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  Depu- 
tation wf  Clerical  nnd  lay  members  of  their  body  who  wail- 
ed on  His  Excellency  shortly  after  his  arrival  in  the  colo- 
ny, hi-3  willingness  fo  become  the  Patron  of  the  Soc'ery, 
and  an  nnaual  subscriber  to  if^  (iinds. 

On  reviewins;  th-^  jirocoedings  of  the  past  year  which  have 
been  referred  to  in  this  Report,  the  Committee  cannot  but 
express  their  conviction,  that,  notwithstanding  sonio  unto- 
ward appearances,  ihare  is  much  to  encourage  the  friends  of 
the  Society  for  the  future, — much  lo  call  forth  their  devout 
and  grateful  acknowledgements  to  Him,  to  Whom  alone  is  to 
be  ascribed  any  success  that  has  attended  the  exertions  which 
have  been  made  to  increase  its  efFiciency.  If  the  little  which 
has  been  done  only  serves  to  show  what  might  have  been 
done, — let  this  circumstance  stimulate  all  to  greater  exer- 
tions and  larger  sacrifices  for  advancing  the  sacred  cause  in 
which  the  **  Church  Society  of  Newfoundlnnd"  is  er.g;)ged. 

The  peculiar  excellence  of  this  and  all  kindred  Societies 
is,  that  it  furnishes  a  common  ground  on  which  rich  and 
poor  may  meet  ami  unite  in  promoting  the  glory  of  the 
great  God  and  our  only  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  spi- 
ritual benefit  as  well  of  themselves  as  of  their  Brethren. 

To  g've  freely  and  largely  uf  our  worldly  substance  for 
such  objects,  we  are  abundantly  encouraged  :  for  thus 
writes  an  Aposile — "  To  do  good  and  to  distribute  forget 
not  ;  for  with  such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased  ;" — and 
we  may  be  sure,  thiit  if  our  alms  and  our  prayers  go,  as  it 
were,  hand  in  hand, — if  whilst  we  give,  we  ask  God  to  ac- 
cept and  bless  what  we  give  for  His  d<'ai-  Son's  sake,  our 
"  labor  will  not  be  in  vain  in  tht,'  Lord."
